TE, your Majeſty's moſt dutiful and ro ſub-

We have beheld with the ſtrongeſt feelings of diſap- 
probation the inſidious deſigns and violent attempts of

rope. We are fully ſenſible, that, in conſequence of 
the Declaration of War by the National Convention of 
France againſt Great Britain, and by the acts of hoſti- 
lity m which they have been engaged, your Majeſty, 


with the approbation of Parliament, was neceſſarily led 
to take vigorous meaſures for repreſſing their ambition, 


and defeating their unjuſt enterprizes. 
Though ſome of the People under our care were de-

tained, whether by word, writ, or print, be called be- 
fore the ſaid Commiſſion, to anſwer for the ſame. And 


further, the ſaid Commiſſion is hereby empowered to re- 


ceive any references and appeals that ſhall be made to 
them from Synods, in matters of doctrine, and ripen 


ſuch affairs for the next General Aſſembly ; and to con- 


tribute what they can to the ſuppreſſing of vice and im- 


morality, and give all needful advice and aſſiſtance to 


Synods and Preſbyteries, upon application to them for 
that end: Likewiſe, to take care that the impreſſions of 


the Holy Scriptures, the Confeſſion of Faith, and Catechiſms, 


and ſuch books as are authoriſed by this Church, rela- 
ting to the doctrine, worſhip, diſcipline and government 
thereof, be correct; and give directions about printing 
the ſame. And the Commiſſioners are appoimted and 
empowered to keep a correſpondence with the Commit- 
tee for reformation of the Highlands and Iſlands, for 
ſuppreſſing Popery and ſuperſtition, and for promoting 
the knowledge of true religion, and carry ing on a re- 
formation in theſe parts, and give affiſtance and concur- 
rence therein; and, if, need be, to apply to the Govern- 
ment for a proper remedy and ſpeedy redreſs. And the 
ſaid Commiſſioners: are hereby ſtrictly prohibited and 
diſcharged to meddle in any other matters than what 
are commited: and referred to them as above mention- 
ed: And, in all their, actings, they are to proceed ac- 
cording to the acts and conſtitution of this Church, and 
to do nothing contrary thereto, or to the prejudice of the 
ſame; declaring, that, in and for all their actings, they 
ſhall be accountable to, and cenſurable by the next Ge- 
neral Aſſembly, as they ſhall ſee cauſe. And the Gene- 
ral Aſſembly appoints the ſaid Commiſſioners particular- 
ly to obſerve the acts of the General Aſſemblies one thou- 
ſand ſeven hundred and twelve, and one thouſand ſeven 
hundred and nineteen, reſpecting the application of the

and ſuch of the members of theſe Preſbyteries as are on 
the Commiſſion, are required, all of them to give atten- 
dance on the diets thereof; and the Preſbyteries at a 
greater diſtance, who have four or more members on 


the Commiſſion, are to take care, that at leaſt two of 


them attend each diet of the ſame: And the Genera] 
Aſſembly appoint their Commiſſion, at their firſt meet- 
ing, to diſcuſs as many of the cauſes and queſtions rela- 
tive to the ſettlement of vacant churches, which are or 
ſhall be referred to them by the Aſſembly, as they can 
overtake, And it 1s further provided, that when any 
Preſbytery or Synod of this Church ſhall decline to com. 
ply with the ſentence of the Commiſſion, or to give the 
ſame a full execution, in that caſe the Commiſſion is 


hereby prohibited to execute the ſame, by appointing 


any ſuch correſpondent. meeting, as has been ſome time 
the practice, but ſhall allow the ſame to lie over to the

for the reformation of the Highlands and Iflands of Scot- 
land, for promoting the knowledge of true religion, ſup- 
preſſing Popery and profaneneſs, and for managing the 
| Royal Bounty for theſe ends, according to, and in terms 


of His Majefty's grant to this Aſſembly. In proſecution _ 


of which purpoſes, the Commitee are to appoint Preachers 
and Catechiſts, to go to ſuch places as they ſhall find, 
upon due information, to be the moſt proper, according to 
His Majeſty's deſign, expreſſed in His warrant ; and, in fo 
doing, that they have particular regard to ſuch pariſhes, 
in South Uiſt, Small Ifles, Glenco, Harris, the coun- 
tries of Moidart, Glengary, and Lochaber, and the other 
pariſhes of the Synods of Glenelg and Argyle, which the 
Committee ſhall find, by reaſon of the vaſt extent, by the 
prevalency of Popery and ignorance, and other unhappy 


circumſtances, to be in the greateſt diftreſs : And they 


ſhall take care, that the perſons they employ be certified, 
and found, upon due trial, to be properly qualified for 
theſe reſpective offices, of good abilities for the ſame, of a 


pious life and converſation ; prudent, of undoubted loyalty 


to his Majeſty, and of competent {kill in the principles of 
Divinity, nnd particularly in Popiſh controverſies : Such 
Preachers and Catechiſts being hereby appointed to be 
ſubject to, and under the inſpection. of the Preſbyteries of 
the bounds to which they are ſent, who are to take care 


that the .orders .of the Committee -be duly obſerved by 


them. 
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them. And the Preachers are alſo appointed to catechiſs 
and both they and the Catechiſts to inſtruct the people 
from houſe to houſe, and to viſit the fick ; and, in all their 
labour among the people, to be careful to teach them the 
principles and duties of the true Chriſtian Proteſtant re. 
ligion, and the obligations they are under to duty and loy- 
alty to our Sovereign King George, and obedience to the 
laws: And the Committee are empowered to give them 
ſuch inſtructions, as to their work and behaviour, as they 
ſhall judge meet; which inſtructions the Preachers and 
Catechiſts are hereby ordered to obey. The General Aſ. 
ſembly do further appoint the ſaid Committee, to have a 
particular regard in their proceedings, to the regulations 
agreed upon by the Committee of the Aſſembly for mana- 
ging the Royal Bounty, on the zoth of September 1739, 
approven by frequent Aſſemblies: And to take care that 
Preſbyteries, and others concerned, obſerve the ſame, which 
they are hereby ordered to do: Particularly, the Aſ. 
ſembly ordains the ſeveral Preſbyteries to inſert in their 
regiſters, the Committee's appointments of the: defignations, 
ſalaries, and ſtations of the ſeveral miſſionaries and to have 
an exact regard thereto, in all the letters they ſhall write 
about the ſaid miſſionaries, and in giving of certificates to 
them; and to direct all their letters, concerning miſſiona- 
ries in their bounds, only to the Moderator of the Com. 
mittee; which letters ſhall be ſigned, at the appointment 
of the Preſbytery, by the Moderator or Clerk thereof: 
And the Aſſembly does diſcharge any payment to be made 
of the ſalaries of the miſſionaries, except upon receipts 
from the miſſionaries themſelves, and upon certificates 
from the Preſbyteries, bearing, That they have ſerved for 
the time mentioned in the receipts; and that every Cate- 
chiſt who receives a ſalary from the Royal Bounty, on con- 
dition that the pariſhioners or gentlemen of the diſtri 
ſhall pay a certain ſum in aid of ſuch ſalary, ſhall inſert, in 
the body of his receipt to the Caſhier, a declaration that he 
has received the particular ſum ſpecified; and that the at- 
teſtation of the Preſbytery ſhall in like manner bear, that 
the Catechiſt has received the ſtipulated ſum which the 
Committee make the condition of his appointment; it be- 
ing underſtood. by this reſolution, that the ſeveral ſtations, 
with regard to which ſuch conditions were originally made 
by the Committee, when no ſuch declaration of the Cate- 
chiſt, or atteſtation of the Preſbytery, as is now propoſed, 
is received by the Caſhier, ſhall be afterwards ſuppreſſed 
by the Committee, though the Catechiſt ſhall, _ 
| itanding,; 
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ſtanding, receive the ſalary for the time he is certified to 
have performed his duty. That a journal of the itinerant's 


labours in the miniſtry, of the miſſion committed to him, 


be written on the back of the Preſbytery's certificate, and 
ſigned by him, as the ground on which the Preſbytery have 


granted him ſaid certificate. The General Aſſembly do 


alſo empower the ſaid Committee to apply, for the purpoſes 
above mentioned, what may remain of the laſt year's 
Royal Bounty not diſpoſed of, by reaſon of any of the 
miſſionaries not fulfilling the appointments laid upon them ; 
and that they are to keep a regiſter of their proceedings, 
and likewiſe diſtinct books of accounts, how the foreſaid 
money is beſtowed, which ſhall be patent to any concern- 
ed, who pleaſe to inſpect the ſame. Of the perſons above 
named, as members of this Committee, five are declared to 
be a quorum, whereof three are to be miniſters. But it is 
hereby appointed, That at the quarterly meeting of the 
Committee, in which the ſcheme or eſtabliſhment of miſ- 
fonaries for the enſuing year is to be approved and deter- 
mined, not leſs than fourteen ſhall be the quorum, whereof 
nine ſhall be miniſters ; and the ſaid Committee are ap- 
pointed to have their firſt general meeting at Edinburgh, 
the firſt lawful day after the adjournment of the firſt of the 
ſtated diets of the Commiſſion of the General Aſſembly : 
their ſecond meeting (which is for fixing the annual 
ſcheme), upon the ſecond Thurſday of July, with power 
to thoſe members who ſhall then be preſent, to adjourn ; 
and their other two general meetings the firſt lawful days 


after the ſtated meetings of the Commiſſion of the General 


Aſſembly, in November and March, within the Aſſembly 
ayle, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, except that day 
ſhall fall to be Saturday, and then the meeting {hall be up- 
on Monday next thereafter, at the {aid hour; with power to 
the ſaid Committee to adjourn themſelves to ſuch times and 
places as they ſhall find moſt needful and convenient : And 
they are to keep a correſpondence with the Commiſſion of 
the General Aſſembly, and the Society for propagating 
Chriſtian Knowledge, and their Committee of Directors, 
and to take their advice and aſſiſtance ; and alſo to corre- 
ſpond with the Synods and Preſbyteries concerned. They 
are likewiſe inſtructed and empowered, as they ſhall ſee 
cauſe, to apply to the Government, or any Magiſtrate, for 
alliſtance and ſupport in carrying on the deſign of the 
Commiſſion now given to them. And the General Aſ- 
ſembly do appoint Mr William Robertſon, Advocate, Pro- 
curator for the Church, and Receiver of the foreſaid Royal

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Bounty, to pay out the ſame, as he ſhall be directed and 


ordered by the foreſaid Committee, and according to their 


rules. And the ſaid Committee are appointed to examine 


the accounts of the diſtribution of the Royal Bounty, and 


lav the ſame before the Lords Commiſſioners of His Ma. 


jeſty's Treaſury, or the Barons of his Majeſty's Court of 
Exchequer, and to report their diligence to the General 
Aſſembly, to whom they are to be accountable. And it is 
agreed, That no perſon once employed and inſert in the 
ſcheme, ſhall be ſtruck out thereof for that year, but by 
the quorum of at leaſt fourteen, whereof nine to be mi. 
Niſters ; and in caſe. any complaint ſhall be made againſt 
any of them on the ſcheme, it ſhall not be determined the 
firſt ordinary meeting that the ſame is offered, but it ſhall 
lie on the table till another meeting; and in the mean time 
the perſon complained of, and the Preſbytery of the bounds 
wherein he officiates, ſhall be acquainted of ſuch com. 
plaint, and thoſe concerned be required to ſend to the faid 
Committee a juſt account of the matter, - againſt the next 
meeting. And it is farther appointed, That after the year- 
ly ſcheme of miſſionaries on the Royal Bounty is ſettled 
in manner above directed, and notice thereof given by 
letters to the Preſbyteries concerned, ſuch Preſbyteries 
{ſhall ſend up to the ſaid Committee their anſwer to theſe 
letters, at fartheſt with their Commiſſioners to the General 
Aſſembly, if the ſame be not done ſooner ; and that the 
Committee, at their firſt meeting after the General Af- 
ſembly, ſhall endeavour to complete the next year's ſcheme 
themſelves; and if they cannot complete it, they ſhall 
name a ſub-committee of their number for that purpoſe, 
who are to lay their draught thereof before a ſubſequent

HH E General Aſſembly having taken under their 
| ſcrious conſideration, the great danger towhich the 
intereſts of Religion and of this Church may be expoſed, 
by licenſing any to preach the Goſpel, who are not duly 
qualified for that important truſt, do hereby enact, 
and ordain, That, in all time coming, the following re- 
gulations ſhall be ſtrictly obſerved: 
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I. It is hereby enacted, That no Student ſhall be en- 5 
tered upon the Roll of any Profeſſor of Divinity, unleſs 5 
he ſhall produce to the ſaid Profeſſor a certificate from oy 
the Miniſter of the pariſh in which he has his uſual re- | 
ſidence; or in his abſence, or during a vacancy in ſaid 
pariſh, from ſome neighbouring Miniſter, bearing, that 
his character is ſuitable to his views; together with a 
diploma of Maſter of Arts, or certificates from the ſe- 
veral Profeſſors of Philoſophy, under whom he hath 
fudied, from which it may be clearly aſcertained, that 
| in 
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in ſome Univerſity or Univerſities, he hath gone through 
a full courſe of Philoſophy, in ſome winter-ſeſſions of 
College preceding that in which the certificates are pro- 


duced. 


II. The General Aſſembly do likewiſe hereby ordain 
That all Students who have been inrolled by Profeſſors 


of Divinity, in the manner preſcribed by this a&, ſhall 


continue to proſecute the ſtudy of Divinity, for the term 

of ſix Seſſions : Provided always, That if any Student 
hath given regular attendance in the Divinity Hall, qu. 
ring three Seſſions, his Courſe ſhall be conſidered as com. 
pleted in four Seſſions; and that if he hath given regu- 
lar attendance in the Hall during two Seſſions, his Courſe 
ſhall be conſidered as completed in five Seſſions. And 
the Aſſembly do farther ordain, that in each of theſe 
caſes, Students ſhall be inrolled by the Profeſſors during 
the ſeveral Seſſions of their reſpective Courſes, and deli- 
ver in the Divinity Hall, in the manner herein after- 
wards provided, an Exegeſis in Latin, on ſome contro- 
verted Head in Divinity, a Homily in Engliſh, an Ex- 
erciſe and Addition, a Lecture on ſome large portion of 
Scripture, and a popular Sermon, together with ſuch 
other Exerciſes as the Profeſſors ſhall think proper to 
preſcribe. And the Aſſembly farther enact, and declare, 
That a Student is entitled to apply to the Profeſſor for 
his certificates, that he may be propoſed for trials, and 
that the preliminary ſteps may be taken by the Preſby- 
tery, during the currency of the laſt Seſſion of his 
Courſe, as above deſcribed ; with this limitation, that if 
the ſaid laſt Seſſion is to be claimed as a Seſſion of re- 
gular attendance, he ſhall, toward the concluſion there- 
of, obtain a new certificate of his attendance during its 
currency, and produce the ſame to the Preſbytery, or 
Synod.

For the better obſervance of this act, the Gene- 
ral Aſſembly ordain, 1/, That it ſhall be printed a- 
mong their other printed acts; 2d, That it ſhall be 
printed by itſelf, in ſome convenient form; zd, That 
a copy. of this ſeparate edition ſhall be tranſmitted to 
each Profeſſor of Divinity in the Univerſities of Scot-
